Encourage the New Settlers 


‘The immigration season of 1925 is about to open. Already the vanguard 
of what is expected to be the largest influx of new st itlers since 1913 ig pre- 
paring to leave the British Isles, and from then onward for some months every 
trans-Atlantic steamer will bring its quota. Canada ill welcome these 
new settlers provided they are of the right type and come with a full deter- 
mination to work for themselves and their adopted country and not to lean on 
others and look to the Government to pamper and support them. 

Canada will welcome them because.it is now generally recognized that 
this Dominion needs population and needs it badly. ‘No other country {in 
the world with anything like the same population is attempting to carry the 
sume burdens and provide the extensive national services for its people that 
Canada is. Nor is there any other country of sniagl] population where the 
extent of the national territory is so vast, and, as a result, settlement so 
eparse and scattered. 3 

During the last half century this Dominion has poured out money like 
water in order to build railways, improve waterways and-harbors, erect public 
buildings, provide public services of all kinds, open up the country for settle- 
iment, and deveiop its natural resources. Without most of these services the 
land would not be available for settlement, but, unless that settlement fol- 
lows, the financial burden to be borne by the people who are now here, und 
who with courage and foresight provided these services, will crush them, 
especially as on top of the debt created for these national undertakings there 
lies been piled the still greater burden of a huge war debt. . 

The future of the Dominion is inextricably bound up with the securing ol 
a larger population, and a population composed of men and women and 
youths whe, instead of being afraid of hard work, will welcome it; and who 
are prepared for some years to forego ihe luxuri¢s and pleasures and some 
of the conveniences of life in order to firmly establish themselves and _ pro- 
vice a solid foundation for future prosperity and a competence for their 
children. ; 

Under existing regulations, which must be adhered to and enforced, there 
is little dagner of Canada becoming a dumping grcund for the halt, maimed, 
blind, disease afflicted, mentally unsound and moral degenerates of other 
lands. Only the physically fit and morally and mentally sound should be ad- 
mitted, Others than these would not be an asset but a continuing liability to 
the Dominion. 

More important, however, than the coming of substantial numbers of the 
right type of immigrants is the providing of some reasonable assurance that 
whem they come, they come to stay,, It is permanence in settlement Canada 
needs; not drifters using Canada merely as a jumping-off place or half-way 
lense to some other permanent location. There has been too much of this 
in the past, Canada bearing ihe costs of such immigration without reaping 
any permanent benefits from it. 

It is the business and duty, therefore, not of the Federal Government 
alone, but of each Provincial Government and each and every local commun- 
ity, and all national and community organizations, to do their utmost to en- 
courage and assist the newcomers to make a success of their venture into this 
new Jand. These newcomers must, as already stated, depend largely on 
their own initiative and efforts, and unless they do they cannot succeed, 
either in Canada or elsewhere, no matter what may be done for them. But 
those other things which the individual cannot do or provide, but which are 
absolutely essential to success and permanency in settlement, must ‘be at- 
tended to by the community and the state. : 

If a settler is not contented with his lot, he will not stay. If year after 
year passes without any visible progress being made he naturally becomes dis- 
couraged, and the next step is to pull up stakes. Nor is it the “big lacks” 
which are most disheartening; rather it is a combination of little things which, 
by community thought and enterprise, can be overcome. 

For example, even if a man is making progress in a material sense, is 
he and his family going to “stick” if in times of sickness or accident the fam- 
ily cannot get proper attention because of their isolation and lack _of medical 
and nursing facilities? Is he geing to be content if his children are growing 
up laoking church services, or education, because the nearest school is too 
far away? Bachelors and people without children must reaiize that it is to 
their interest to provide these things, and tax themselves to do so, in order 
that those who must have them do not lack. | Only so can permanent settle- 
ment be effected, and by providing for permanent settlement everyone will 
benefit,

Therefore it behoves every- 
one try toraise this purchasing pow- 
er to its fair level so that he will be 
able to purchase back a satisfactory 
amount of goods in Crossfield or 
anywhere e's; that offers adequate 
returns. The ‘‘Pool’’ is the best 
method that the FARMERS have 
in sight, so that it behoves us to 
become members of the various 
**Pools’’, the ‘Wheat Pool’ if we 
have wheat, the ‘Livestock Poo!’ if 
we have stock, the ‘Dairy Pool’ if 
we milk cows, the ‘Poultry Pool’ if 
we have poultry.

Ottawa,—Should the Canadian Par 
liament have the right to amend the 
British North America Act, Canada’s 


written constitution? .This was a 
question which held the House of 
Commons. W. F. MacLean, Conser- 


vative, South York, had a motion that 
the Dominion Parliament should be 
given such a power instead of amend 
ments coming by way of the British 
Parllament, as now. 

Under Mr. MacLean’s motion, the 
Dominion Parliament would not have 
the right to pass any amendments 
affecting the rights of minorities as 
guaranteed in the B.N.A, Act. 

Mr. MacLean urged that Canada 
should have the same sight to amend 


her own constitution as had South 
Africa. Australia and\the Irish Free 
State,

justice, was opposed to the motion. 
He. took the ground that Confedera- 
tion was a pact between the _ feder- 
ating proviace, and, being a pact, how 
was it possible for the Dominion Par- 
liament, which resulted from the 
agreement, to arrogate rights to It- 
self without first consulting the prov- 
inces? 

“The B.N.A. Act,” said Mr. | La- 
pointe, “is not only the charter of the 
Dominion of Canada, it is the. charter 
of the provinces,” and all the. prov- 
inces should be consulted before the 
charter was amended.

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Encouraging Report 
Dairy Production In Saskatchewan” 

Increasing Very Rapidly 
Production in dairy products in Sas- 
katchewan has doubled in. the last five 
years, according to a statement made 
by J. A. Smith, president of-the Sas- 
katchewan Dairy Association. The 
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The writer had occasion recently to 
travel through a strip of country just 
‘north of the city of Lethbridge tn 
Southern Alborta, a strip which had 
been brought under irrigation last 
year. Farms had been worked for 
years on what is called a “Dry farm 
ing basis.” In “wet years” great crops 
of wheat were raisad, but the “wet 
years” not being frequent, the farmers 
organized themselves for irrigation 
and with the assistance of the gov 
ernment, a system was constructed. 

Coming as we had from one of the 
older irrigated tracts where many of 
the farmers had splendid groves of 
trees, this new tract seemed barren 
Farm homes, some of them very fine 
homes indeed, stood out nakediy 
against the sky. Tho farms were 
large, 640 acres in many cases. Houses 
wore at long intervals and there was 
lacking that close ‘neighborly com- 
munion so evident in older districts 
There were no trees. 

Hlere was a district in process of 
transition. A few years hence it wil! 
bo well treed and closely settled. Al- 
ready the large {ndividual holdings 
wero being cut up into smaller parcels, 
and new setilers were coming in to 
take up these surplus areas. We stop 
ped to talk to one of the newcomers. 
Almost the first subject he mentioned 
was—trees! 

Tle had come from a territory of 
scant and irregular rainfall. In com 
mon with farmers the world over h« 
had had. his troubles and worries 
Now, in his new location, with water 
running in ditches by his flelds, he wa: 
discovering a new outlook and this 
outlook he expressed In-—trees. 

“In afew years,” ho said, “you 
won't know this place for 'trees!” 

“Over there,” he pointed to the 
place, “I'm going to bulid my house 
I can get. the water all aroynd that 
spot and it won't be long before I have 
a-good grove of trees—-cottonwoods 
and maples. And along that road 
there; leading down to Wilson's, I'll 
run a solid wall of caragana hedge.” 

That man has an aim in life, he is 
planning far abead into the future-—he 
is planting trees. ‘Therein express- 
ed vividly the new spirit that is in- 
vigorating the west-—-the spirit of per 
manénce that the west most needs.—

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Success With Corn - 


By Jas. D. McGregor,

More value can be received from the 
corn crop when put into the silo than 
in any other way. The silo need not 
necessarily be an expensive one. .We 
find that the trench and pit silos pro- 
duce as good, or better, silage than the 
more expensive upright silos.
